Evergreens  of  the  ornamental  sizes  are  dug 
with  a  ball  of  earth  and  this  ball  is  covered  with 
special  burlap  which  may  be  left  on  the  trees  when 
they  are  planted. 

If  you  live  within  a  short  distance  of  the  nursery, 
an  order  of  reasonable  size  will  be  delivered  to  you 
by  truck  without  charge.
